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As Aor, to incorporate Oregon City, in Clackamas County. 


Szction 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That so much of the county of Clackamas, 
as is known as the “ Oregon City claim,” excluding what is known 
as the “ Abernethy Island,” be, and the same is hereby created a 
city corporation, known by the name and style of “ Oregon City.” 

Sro. 2. That for the good government of said corporation, and 
the citizens thereof, it shall be lawful for the white male inhabi- 
tants, who shall have resided in said corporation three months 
next preceding any election held by virtue of this act, and having 
the qualifications of electors of members of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, to meet at some public place in said corporation, on the first 
Monday of April next, and annually, on the same day thereafter, 
at such place as the City Council may direct, and then and there 
proceed, by a plurality of votes, to elect by ballot, one Mayor, 
one Recorder, and five Councilmen, who shall reside within the 
limits of said corporation, and who shall be entitled to vote at 
elections under this act; who shall severally hold their offices 
until the first Monday of April following, and until their successors 
in office shall have been elected and qualified; said Mayor, Re- 
corder, and councilmen shall constitute a City Council, any five 
of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any busi- 


ness pertaining to their duties under this act; but any less num- . 


ber shall have no power, other than to adjourn from time to time, 
till a quorum be convened. 
Src. 8. That, at the first election held under this act, there 
shall be chosen viva voce, by the electors present, two judges, and 
a clerk of said election, who shall each take an oath or affirma- 
tion, faithfully to discharge the duties required of him by this act ; 
and at all subsequent elections, the-councilmen, or any two of them, 
Shall be judges, and the Recorder shall be clerk of the election; 
and at all elections to be held by virtue of this act, the polls shall 
be opened at, or before the hour of nine, before noon, and 
closed at four o’clock in the afternoon; and, at the close of the 
polls, the votes shall be canvassed and counted by the judges, in 
the presence of such of the electors as choose to be present, and an 
accurate statement of the result shall be proclaimed in an audible 
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voice to the electors present, by one of the judges, and the clerk 
shall make a true record thereof, and within three days thereafter, 
said clerk shall give notice to the persons so elected, of their elec- 
tion; and it shall be the duty of the City Council, at least ten 
days before each and every annual election, to cause notice of the 
same to. be posted up in three of the most public places in.said cor- 
poration. 

Src. 4. It shall be the duty of the Mayor, or in case of his in- 
ability or absence, the Recorder, to preside at all meetings of the 
City Council; and it shall be the duty of the Recorder to attend 
all such meetings, and keep a fair and accurate record of their 
proceedings. 

Szo. 5. The City Council shall have power to fill all vacancies 
which may happen in their Board, from the qualified voters in 
said corporation, whose appointment shall continue until the next 
annual election, and until their successors are elected and quali- 
fied; and whenever it may happen that the Recorder is not pre- 


Senf at such meetings, the council shall appoint one of their num- 


ber to perform the duties of the Recorder, pro tempore. 

Src. 6. The Mayor, Recorder, and Council of said corporation 
shall be a body corporate and politie, with perpetual succession, 
to be known and designated by the name and title of the “ City 
Council of Oregon City," and shall be capable, in their corporate 
name and capacity, to acquire property, real, personal, and mixed, 
for the use of said corporation, with power to sell and convey the 
same; may have a common seal, which they may alter, break, 
amend, or renew at pleasure; may sue and be sued, plead and be 
impleaded, defend and be defended, in any court of competent 
jurisdiction, whether of law, or in chancery; and when any suit 
shall be commenced against said corporation, the first process 
shall be a summons, an attested copy of which, left with the Re- 
corder, or at his usual place of abode, not more than twenty, nor 
less than ten days before the return day thereof, shall be consid- 
ered lawful service. 

Src. 7. Each member of the City Council shall, within ten 
days next after his election, or appointment, and before he enters 
upon the discharge of his duties, take an oath or affirmation to 
support the constitution of the United States, and also an oath of 
office. 

Src. 8. The said City Council shall have power to ordain and 
establish such by-laws and ordinances not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of the United States, and of this Territory, 


as they may think necessary for the good government of said cor- 


poration, and the health, morals, and safety of its citizens, and 
repeal, alter, amend, revise, or modify the same at pleasure; to 
provide in such by-laws for the appointment of a treasurer, mar- 
shal, and such other subordinate officers as they may deem neces- 
sary for the convenience of said corporation; to prescribe their 
duties, and the duration of their appointment; to establish and 
regulate the fees said officers shall be entitled to receive (except 
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in so far as they are provided for in this act), and may require 
said subordinate officers to take an oath of office, and such of them 
as the City Council may think proper, to give bond for the 


faithful performance of their-duties, in such sums, and with 


such securities, as the Mayor may approve. The City Coun- 
cil shall have power to fix to the by-laws and ordinances of the 
corporation, such reasonable fines and penalties as they may 
deem proper and necessary to enforce obedience to the same, and 
to provide for the disposition and appropriations of said fines and 
penalties, when collected. No by-laws or ordinances of said city 
shall take effect, or be in force, until a copy of the same shall 
have been posted up at least six days, in three of the most public 
places in said corporation, or published in some newspaper pub- 
lished in said county. 

Sxc. 9. The City Council shall, at the expiration of each and 
every year, cause to be made out and posted as aforesaid, or pub- 
lished in some newspaper in said county, a fair and accurate 
schedule of the receipts, disbursements and expenditures of the 
preceding year. l 

Szo. 10. The City Council shall have power to provide for the 
removal of all nuisances within said corporation, and all obstruc- 
tions in the streets, lanes, or alleys, or on the public levees there- 
of, and to do all things which a corporation of a similar nature 
can do, to secure the peace, and preserve the health of the citizens 
of said corporation, and preserve good order within the same. 

Src. 11, The City Council'are hereby empowered to license 
or prohibit shows and exhibitions ; and to levy a tax upon the real 
estate and personal property subject to taxation for territorial and 
county purposes, within the limits of said corporation. Provided, 
however, That the tax shall not exceed in any one year, for corpo- 
ration purposes, one-fourth of one per centum on the aggregate of 
all such taxable property within the limits of said corporation ; and 
the City Council shall annually, between the first Monday of 
April, and the last Monday in June, determine the amount of tax 
to be assessed and collected for the current year. 

Sro. 12. It shall be the duty of the Recorder of said éorpora- 
tion, to make out duplieates of taxes, charging each individual 
within said corporation, an amount of tax in proportion to the ag- 
gregate value of taxable property belonging to said individual, 
within the limits of said corporation, as appears from the books 
of the probate clerk of Clackamas county; and the Recorder of 
said corporation shall have access to the books of the probate 
clerk, for the purpose of making such duplicates, free of expense ; 
and the duplicates, when made out, shall be certified by the 
Mayor and Recorder, and one of said duplicates shall be delivered 
to the marshal, or to such other person as shall be appointed col- 
lector, whose duty it shall be to collect said tax, in the same mamn- 
ner and under the same regulations, as the collectors of territorial 
and county taxes are required by law to collect territorial and 
county taxes; and the said marshal or collector, shall, immediately 
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after collecting said tax, pay over the same to the treasurer of 
said corporation, and take his receipt therefor: and the said mar- 
shal, or other person charged with the collection of taxes of said 
corporation, shall have the same power to sell property, real or per- 
sonal, as is given by the laws of this Territory to county collectors; 
and when necessary, the Recorder shall have power to make deeds 
for real estate so sold, in the same manner that county auditors are 
authorized by the laws of this Territory, to make deeds for lands 
sold for taxes by the county collector; and the marshal, or other 
person charged with the collection of the taxes of said corporation, 
shall receive for his collection services, such sum not exceeding 
seven per centum, on all moneys by him collected and paid over, 
as the City Council may direct, to be paid by the treasurer, on 
the order of the Mayor, duly attested by the Recorder. 

Szoc. 13. The treasurer of said corporation shall not pay out 


any moneys belonging to said corporation, to any person, for any 


purpose, except upon the written order of the Mayor, duly attest- 
ed by the Recorder; and the said treasurer shall keep in a book, 
or books, to be provided at the expense of the corporation, a fair 
and accurate account of his receipts and disbursements, which 
books shall at all times be open to the inspection of the Mayor, 
or any other member of the City Council, to examine the same, 
and which book the treasurer shall deliver over to his successor 
in office. 

Src. 14. The City Council shall have power to appropriate 
any moneys remaining in the treasury of the corporation, to the 
payment of the lawful fees of the officers of the corporation; to the 
purchasing of such blank books and other things of a like nature, 
which may be necessary for the use of the corporation; to the 
improvement of the streets, alleys, lanes, and sidewalks of said 
corporation; to the erection of a market house, and to the making 
of any and such other public improvements in said corporation, 
as the City Council may think conducive to the convenience and 
prosperity of said corporation. All payments, however, to be 
made by the treasurer, pursuant to the requirements of the fif- 
teenth section of this act, and in no other manner whatever. 

Src. 15. The Mayor of said corporation shall be a conservator 
ofthe peace, throughout said corporation, and is authorized to do 
and perform within said corporation, all things which by the laws 
of this Territory, a Justice of the Peace may do, and perform, 
within the county for which such Justice of the Peace is elected, 
and may reside; and said Mayor shall do and perform all the 
duties required of him by the by-laws and ordinances of said cor- 
poration; and appeals may be taken from the decisions of said 
Mayor, and writs of certiorari allowed, to revise, reverse, or cor- 
rect his proceedings and judgments, in the same manner as is pro- 
vided by the laws of this Territory, for appeals from, and writs of 
certiorari to correct the judgments and proceedings of Justices of 
the Peace in similar cases. - 

Sec. 16. The marshal shall be the principal ministerial officer 
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in said corporation, and shall have the same powers within said 


corporation, ‘that constables have in their various townships, and | 


in criminal cases, his jurisdiction shall be co-extensive with that 
of constables in similar cases; and in serving subpcenas on wit- 
nesses in civil cases, his jurisdiction shall be co-extensive with the 
county, and he shall execute all process of the Mayor, and he 
shall receive the same fees for his services that constables are en- 
titled to for similar services, by the laws of this Territory. 

Szo. 17. That in all cases of absence or inability to serve, of 
the marshal, the Mayor shall have power to appoint temporarily, 
any person to serve as marshal: Provided, That said person so 
appointed be a resident, and voter in said corporation, and a cer- 
tificate of such appointment officially signed by the Mayor, shall 
authorize such person to act, and make his acts legal: Provided, 
Surther, The said appointment shall continue no longer than the 
duration of the absence or inability of the marshal aforesaid. 

Szoc. 18. The Mayor shall receive the same fees for his services 
that Justices of the Peace are entitled to by law for services of a 
similar-nature, and the Recorder shall receive such fees as may be 
provided by the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation. 

Sec. 19. The Mayor and City Council shall have power to re- 
quire by ordinance, each able-bodied male person, over the age 
of twenty-one years, resident within said corporation, to perform 
labor upon the streets and alleys of the same, not exceeding one 
day in any one year, which shall be in lieu of two days labor re- 
quired under the present law, regulating roads and highways; 
and upon neglect or refusal to perform such work, under the pro- 
per supervisor, the delinquent shall be liable to the same penalties 
as are provided by law against persons refusing or neglecting to 
perform the two days labor required in said law. 

Szo. 20. The Mayor and Council shall have exclusive authority 
to form one or more road districts within the limits of said cor- 
poration, and they shall appoint a suitable supervisor or super- 
visors for such distriet or districts, when formed, who shall be 
governed in the performance oftheir duties by the by-laws of said 
corporation, and all road tax, charged upon the county duplicate, 
on property within the limits of said town, shall be worked out 
under the direction of the proper supervisors within said town, as 
said authorities may by resolution or ordinance designate and 
point out; and all taxes charged for road purposes, as aforesaid, 
on property within the limits of said town, and collected by the 
county collector, shall be paid into the hands of the treasurer of 
said town, as aforesaid, to be appropriated especially by the City 
Council to road purposes within said town. 

Src. 21. The City Council shall have power, if authorized to 
do so, by a majority of all the electors of said town, at any elec- 
tion held for that purpose, to levy a special tax, in addition to the 
taxes authorized to be collected by authority of this act, sufficient 
for the purchase of an engine, hose, and other necessary apparatus 
for the extinguishment of fires in said town; public notice of 
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which election, and the object thereof, shall be given by posting 
up written or printed notices thereof, in at least six of the most 
public places in said town, at least fifteen days before the time of 
such election. 

Sro. 22. The City Council shall-have power to erect a suitable 
building, for.the imprisonment of such persons as may be lawfully 
imprisoned by the officers of said corporation, under the by-laws 
and ordinances thereof; and all persons so imprisoned shall be 
kept in charge of the marshal, or other person having charge of 
the jail, until lawfully discharged. 

 Szc. 98. The Mayor shall deliver to his successor all dockets, 
books, papers, and other property of the corporation, in his cus- 
tody. ° 
Src. 24. That nothing in this act shall be so construed as to 
authorize the passage of any by-laws which shall, in any manner, 
interfere with the rights of the citizens of this Territory, freely to 
trade and exchange produce of all kinds with the citizens and in- 
habitants of this city. 

Src. 25. This act to take effect, and be in force, from and after 
the first Monday in April next.

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Aw Act, to incorporate the Portland and Valley plank-road 
Company. 


Srorrow 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That Thomas Carter, D. H. Lownsdale, Ab- 
salom J. Hembree, David Lenox, William Geiger, William J. 
Martin, and J. W. Nesmith, together with all other persons who 
shall become associated with them, by subscribing to the capital 
stock of said company, be, and they are hereby constituted and 
declared a body corporate and politic, with perpetual succession, 
by the name and style of the Portland and Valley plank-road 
Company, for the purpose of constructing a plank-road from Port- 
land, in the county of Washington, to the town of Lafayette (via 
Hillsborough), in the county of Yam Hill, to some point on Mary’s 
River, to be determined by said company, upon such route and 
survey as a majority of the directors of said company shall deem 
‘most eligible; and for such purpose, the said company is hereby 
authorized and empowered to have and to receive, purchase and 
possess, enjoy and retain, lands, rents, goods, chattels, and effects 
of any kind, and to any amount necessary to carry into effect the 
objects of the corporation, and the same to use, sell, alien, and 
dispose of at pleasure; to sue and be sued, defend and be de- 
fended, in all courts having competent jurisdiction ; to have and 
use a common seal, the same to alter, break, and renew at plea- 
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sure; to ordain and establish such rules, regulations, and by-laws, 
as may be necessary for the well-being of said corporation ; sub- 
ject, however, to, the constitution and laws of the United States, 
the laws of this Territory, and to the restrictions and limitations 
contained in this act. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said company shall consist of five 
hundred thousand dollars, divided into shares of one hundred 
dollars each ; and shall be transferrable, in entire shares, in such 
manner as the rules of the corporation shall prescribe: Provided, 
however, That no stockholder, without the consent of the directors, 
shall be at liberty to transfer his stock after any instalment is 
ordered, until such stockholder shall have paid the amount due on 
his stock. 

Src. 9. The persons named in the first section of this act, or in 
case they shall not all choose to serve, then any number of them 
not less than three, shall be commissioners to receive subscriptions, 
and to do and perform all necessary acts to organize the company ; 
and they are hereby authorized and empowered to cause books 
to be opened at such times, and in such places, as a majority of 
those acting shall think proper, to receive- subscriptions to the 
capital stock of said company. Commissioners may, if they think 
proper, require ten per centum of the. amount of each subscrip- 
tion, to be paid at the time it is subscribed ; and each subscriber 
shall be bound to pay, from time to time, such instalment on his, 
her, or their stock, as the directors may lawfully require. 

Dec. 4. When four hundred shares of the capital stock shall be 
subscribed, the commissioners shall call a meeting of the sub- ` 
scribers, by causing notice of the time and place of such meeting 
to be published, in some newspaper in general circulation in the `- 
places where the books-shall have been opened, and the stock 
subscribed, for thirty days next preceding such time of meeting ; 
and on such notice being given, the stockholders shall meet at the 
time and place appointed, and elect five directors, and adopt such 
by-laws and regulations, for the government of the corporation, as 
shall be lawful and expedient; the stockholders to vote in person 
or by proxy, each share being entitled to one vote. 

Src. 5. The affairs of said company shall be managed by five 
directors, or a majority of them, who shall be elected by the stock- 
holders yearly, and they shall hold their offices until their succes- 
Sors shall be elected and qualified ; and each director shall be a: 
. stockholder at the time of his election, and shall cease to bea 
director when he ceases to be a stockholder; the directors shall 
have power to fill all vacancies in their own Board, which shall 
happen from death, removal, or otherwise. 

Sro. 6. The directors, before entering upon the discharge of 
their duties, shall take an oath, or affirmation, faithfully and im- 
partially to discharge their duties; shall choose a president from 
among their number; shall appoint such other officers and agents 
as shall be provided by the by-laws ; determine upon the amount 
of any bonds that they may see proper to exact from any officer 
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of the company, and pass upon their sufficiency ; determine the 
amount of instalments to be called for upon subscriptions ; declare 
dividends, and take the general charge and supervision of the 
affairs of said company. 

Szo. 7. It shall, and may be lawful for said directors, to enter 
upon and take possession of any lands, roads, streets, alleys, stone, 
timber, and earth, necessary for the laying out and construction of 
said plank-road, and all necessary appurtenances and appendages, 
doing no unnecessary damage, having first tendered or secured 
payment therefor; and in case any lands or materials as aforesaid, 
wanted to be appropriated for the purposes aforesaid, shall not be 
given or granted to said corporation; and the proprietor or pro- 
prietors cannot, or do not agree with the directors, as to the amount 
of damages or compensation which ought to be allowed or paid for 
the same, and shall not mutually agree on some person, or persons, 
to appraise the damages ; it shall be lawful for the directors to ap- 
ply to any Judge of the Probate Court, of the county in which 
said damages shall arise, not a stockholder in said company, who 
shall appoint three disinterested freeholders of said county to assess 
the damages; and the directors shall give notice to said persons 
of their-appointment, and also to the claimant, or claimants, his, 
her, or their agent or attorney, or advertise the same in some 
newspaper in general circulation in the vicinity thereof; and it 
shall be the duty of the persons so appointed, to attend at the time 
and place so specified in the notice, who, after being duly sworn, 
or affirmed, faithfully and impartially to discharge their duties, 
shall proceed, on actual view, to make, estimate, and appraise, any 
damages such owner or owners may sustain, taking into considera- 
tion the benefits such owner or owners may derive from said im- 
provements ; and shall make a certificate of such appraisement, 
with a particular description of the premises, if necessary, to which 
certificate they, or a majority of them, shall sign their names, and 
deliver to each party a copy, if requested ; and immediately there- 
after, if no dgmages are assessed, or on payment or tender, of the 
money to the amount of damages, assessed to the person or persons 
entitled thereto, to his, her, or their agent, attorney, or legal rep- 
resentatives, the said directors may proceed to enter upon, or 
occupy said lands, or use such materials; and a complete right of 
way to the extent, and for the purposes set forth in, or contem- 
plated by this act, shall be hereby vested and remain in said com- 
pany: Provided, however, That if either party shall consider 
themselves aggrieved by the decision of the appraisal so as afore- 
said made, such party may apply to the District Court, of the 
proper county, at the next succeeding term of said court, giving 
ten days’ notice of such intention to the adverse party; and the 
said court, upon good cause shown, shall appoint three disin- 
terested freeholders, who shall, after being duly qualified, proceed 
to view and appraise the damages, and shall certify their proceed- 
ings in the same manner as the former appraisers, and their de- 
cisions shall be final and determinate: but the pendency of any 
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such application to the court shall not, in the mean time, hinder 
the progress of the work: and, Provided further, That the said 
company shall not take possession of more than sixty feet in width 
for said road. 

Szo. 8. Said company shall have power to construct said road 
of plank, extending not less than eight feet in width across any 
part which may be adopted of the track ; said plank to be not less 
than two and a half inches thick, and firmly bedded upon the 
ground, and also resting upon sleepers imbedded in the ground, 
so as to be eyen with the surface of said road-bed. 

Sxc. 9. If said company shall deem it expedient in the selec- 
tion of the route or line of said road, or in the construction of the 
same, to connect it with or to use any road, street or bridge, made 
or erected by any company, or persons incorporated, or authorized 
by any law of this Territory, it shall be lawful for said company 
or persons, and they are hereby authorized to contract and agree 
with any such other incorporation or persons, for the right to use 
such road, street or bridge, or for the transfer of any of the corpo- 
rate, or other rights or privileges of such corporation or persons, 
to the said company hereby incorporated : and all such other cor- 
porations and persons incorporated by, or acting under the laws of 
this Territory, are hereby authorized to make such agreement, 
contract, or transfer, by and through the agency of their corpo- 
rate officers, or by such other persons, as by any law of this Ter- 
ritory are authorized with the direction and management of such 
road, street, or bridge; and every contract or transfer made in pur- 
suance of the authority hereby granted, when executed by the 


several parties under their respective corporate seals, or if they ` 


have no corporate seals, then by the parties intrusted with the 
direction and management of such road, street, or bridge, under 
their proper hands and seals, shall vest in said plank-road com- 
pany, all the rights and privileges vested in said corporation, or 
persons, which shall be specified in the contract or agreement, so 
to be entered into as aforesaid. 

SEC. 10. Whenever it shall be deemed necessary by said com- 
pany, in the construction of said road, to intersect or cross any 
other road or highway, lying across the route of said plank-road, 
it shall be lawful for said company to construct their said road 
upon or across the same; but said company in so doing, shall 
make, place, and keep such road or highway, thus intersected and 
used, in such condition, as not to impair its former usefulness. 

Sro. 11. Said company shall have power to place one-half toll- 
gates upon said road, as soon as five miles thereof shall have 
been completed, and to increase the number of said half toll-gates, 
as fast as said road shall be further completed, adding one for 
every five miles : Provided, however, That no more than two 
half, or one full toll-gate shall be placed upon every ten miles of 
said road, said half toll to be five miles apart, and if full toll-gates 
be.placed thereon, the same to be ten miles apart; and the di- 
rectors of said company are hereby authorized and empowered, 
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to annually establish and fix upon the rates of toll, chargeable at ` 
each of said gates: Provided, however, That the rates of toll so 
by them established, shall in no case exceed the following rates for 
each full gate, to wit: For every horse with rider, ten cents; for 
every horse, mule, or ass, led or driven, five cents; for every 
buggy, gig, or other pleasure carriage, with one horse, twenty 
cents ; for each coach, chariot, or other four wheeled pleasure car- 
riage, drawn by two horses or other animals, forty cents ; for every 
sled or sleigh, drawn by one horse or other animal, twenty cents ; 
for every wagon drawn by one horse, or other animal, twenty 
cents; for each head of neat cattle, five cents ; for every head of 
sheep, goat or hogs, three cents; for each additional horse or other 
animal,to any vehicle mentioned in this section, five cents. 

Sc. 19. If said company shall not be organized within one 
year after the passage of this act, and shall not within eighteen 
months thereafter, have at least ten miles of said road completed, 
then this act shall cease, and be null and void. 

Src. 18. That in case of any default or failure to pay the debt 
or liabilities, contracted by said company, each and every stock- 
holder in said company, shall be individually liable for the pay- 
ment of any such debt or liability, equally and ratably, to the full 
amount of his stock in thesame: Provided, further, That in case 
the stock of said company shall depreciate in value, then and in 
that case, the stockholders of said company shall be individually 
liable for the payment of any such debt or liability. | 

Src. 14. That so soon as tolls shall be collected on said road, 


the president of said company shall list the capital stock, and 


other property of said company for taxation, as personal property 
may then be required to be listed for taxation by law, and the 
shares of said capital stock shall be considered personal property 
for all legal purposes. 

Sec. 15. At any time after five.years from the time toll may 
be collected on said road, the Legislature may change the rate of 
tolls, and the proper authorities of the county through which said 
road may, pass, shall have a right after twenty years, to purchase 
and control said road, in such manner as may be prescribed by 
law ; said company shall be subject to the provisions of any gene- 
ral law hereafter enacted, regulating the mode of assessing dam- 
ages for materials taken, or the right of way. The capital stock 
of said company, shall be subject to such tax, as may be now or 
hereafter provided by law. 

Szo. 16. This act to be in effect, from and after its passage.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted, by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That Solomon H. Smith, William Parker, and 
David T. Lenox, are hereby constituted a Board of commissioners 
to locate a territorial road from some point on the Columbia River, 
between Point Adams and Tongue Point, to the Wallamet valley. 

Src. 2. Said commissioners, or a majority of them, shall meet 
in Astoria, on the first Monday in July, a. p. 1851, or so soon 
thereafter as circumstances will permit, and after being duly sworn 
faithfully and impartially to perform their duties as commis- 
sioners, shall proceed to locate said road, on the nearest practi- 
cable route from Astoria, in Clatsop county, to intersect some pub- 
lie road, leading from the Columbia or Wallamet River, below 
Oregon City, to the settlements in the upper part of the Wallamet 
valley, by surveying and plainly marking the same. 

Sro. 8. Said commissioners shall cause a plat of the survey and 
road to be made, and a certified copy of the same to be deposited 
with the clerk of the Probate Court of each county, through which 
said road may pass, who shall file and preserve the same; and 
when said plat is so deposited with said clerks, as aforesaid, said 
road shall be considered established as a territorial road to all in- 
tents and purposes, and shall be opened and kept in repair in the 
same manner, as the territorial roads in this Territory are opened 
and kept in repair. 

‘Src. 4. Said commissioners, and the hands necessarily em- 
ployed in locating said road, shall each be entitled to receive as a 
compensation for his services, four dollars per day, for the time 
necessarily employed in locating the same; to be paid out of any 
moneys in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. . 

Src. 5. This act to take effect and be in force, from and after 
its passage.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislatwe Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That the commissioners appointed by said 
act, to locate a territorial road from Astoria to the Wallamet Val- 
ley, shall commence at some point.on the Columbia River, between 
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Point Adams and Tongue Point, as their best judgment may dic- 
tate, and not be confined to Astoria, as expressed in section second 
of said act.

Ax Act, to incorporate the City of Portland, in Washington 
County. 


SrorióN 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Ore- 
gon Territory, That so much of the county of Washington as is 
comprised in the land claims, known as the “ Portland claim,” 
and “John H. Couch’s claim,” and bounded as follows, viz.: 
Commencing at the north-east corner of Finis Caruther’s land 
claim, thence down the middle of the Wallamet River two miles, 
to the north line of Couch’s claim; thence west along said line, 
one mile; thence south, along the line of said Couch’s and Port- 
land claims, two miles; thence east to the place of beginning; 
shall be, and the same is hereby erected and constituted a city 
corporate, by the name of the “City of Portland.” Provided, 
That that part of the incorporation, within the limits of said incor- 
poration, known as the Tannery property, be exempt from taxa- 
tion for city purposes. 

Sro. 2. That for the good government of said corporation, and 
the citizens thereof, it shall be lawful for the white male inhabi- 
tants, who shall have resided in said corporation three months, 
next preceding any election held by virtue of this act, and having 
the qualifications of electors of members of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, to meet at some public place in said corporation, on the first 
Monday of April next, and annually, on the same day thereafter, 
at such place as the City Council may direct, and then and there 
proceed, by a plurality of votes, to elect by ballot, one Mayor, 
one Recorder, and five Councilmen, who shall reside within the 
limits of said corporation, and who shall be entitled to vote at 
elections under this act, who shall severally hold their offices until 
the first Monday of April following, and until their successors in 
office shall have been elected and qualified: said Mayor, Re- 
corder, and councilmen shall constitute a City Council, any five 
of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business 
pertaining to their duties under this act; but any less number 
shall have no power, other than to adjourn from time to time, till 
a quorum be convened. 

Sec. 8. That, at the first election held under this act, there 
shall be chosen, viva voce, by the electors present, three judges, 
and a clerk of said election, who shall each take an oath or affirm- 
ation, faithfully to discharge the duties required of them by this 
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act; and at all subsequent elections, the councilmen, or any two 
of them, shall be judges, and the Recorder shall be clerk of the 
election ; and at all elections to be held by virtue of this act, the 
polls shall be opened at, or before the hour of nine; before noon, 
and closed at four o’clock in the afternoon; and at the close of 
the polls, the votes shall be canvassed and counted by the judges, 
in the presence of such of the electors as choose to be present, and 
an accurate statement of the result shall be proclaimed in an audi- 
ble voice to the electors present, by one of the judges, and the 
clerk shall make a true record thereof, and within three days 
thereafter, said clerk shall give notice to the persons so elected, of 
their election; and it shall be the duty of the City Council, at 
least ten days before each and every annual election, to cause no- 
tice of the same to be posted up in three of the most publie places 
in said corporation. f i 

Suc. 4. It shall be the duty of the Mayor, or in case of his in- 
ability or absence, the Recorder, to preside at all meetings of the 
City Council; and it shall be the duty of the Recorder to attend 
all such meetings, and keep a fair and accurate record of their 
proceedings. - 

Szo. 5. The City Council shall have power to fill all vacancies 
which may happen in their Board, from the qualified voters in 
said corporation, whose appointment shall continue until the next 
annual election, and until their successors are chosen and quali- 
fied ; and whenever it may happen that the Recorder is not pre- 
sent at such meetings, the council shall appoint one of their num- 
ber to perform the duties of the Recorder, pro tempore. 

Sro. 6. The Mayor, Recorder, and Council of said corporation 
shall be a body corporate and politic, with perpetual succession, 
to be known and designated by the name and title of the * City 
Council of the town of Portland ;" and shall be capable, in their 
corporate name and capacity, to acquire property, real, personal, 
and mixed, for the üse of said eorporation, with power to sell and 
convey the same; may have a common seal, which they may al- 
ter, break, amend, or renew at pleasure; may sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, defend and be defended, in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, whether of law or in chancery; and when 
any suit shall be commenced against said corporation, the first 
process shall be a summons, an attested copy of which, left with 
the Recorder, or at his usual place of abode, not more than twenty, 
nor less than ten days before the return day thereof, shall be con- 
sidered lawful service. 

SEC. 7. Each member of the City Council shall, withim ten 
days next after his election or appointment, and before he enters 
upon the discharge of his duties, take oath or affirmation to sup- 
port the constitution of the United States; and also an oath of 
office. 

Src. 8. The said City Council shall have power to ordain and 
establish such by-laws and ordinances not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of the United States, and of this Territory, 
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as they may think necessary for the good government of said corpo- 
ration, and the health, morals, and safety of its citizens; and repeal, 
alter, amend, revise, or modify the same at pleasure; to provide 
in such by-laws, for the appointment of a treasurer, marshal, and 
such other subordinate officers as they may deem necessary for the 
convenience of said corporation ; to prescribe their duties, and the 
duration of their appointment; to establish and regulate the fees 
said officers shall be entitled to receive (except in so far as they 
are provided for in this act), and may require said subordinate 
officers to take an oath of office, and such of them as the City 
Council may think proper, to give bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties, in such sums and with such securities as the 
Mayor may approve: the City Council shall have power.to fix to 
the by-laws and ordinances of the corporation, such reasonable fines 
and penalties as they may deem proper and necessary to enforce ` 
obedience to the same; and to provide for the disposition and ap- 
propriation of said fines and penalties, when collected. No by-laws 
or ordinances of said town shall take effect, and be in force, until 
a copy of the same shall have been posted up at least six days in 
three of the most public places in said corporation; or publish- 
ed in some newspaper published in said county. 

Sec. 9. The City Council shall, at the expiration of each and 
every year, cause to be made out and posted as aforesaid, or pub- 
lished in some newspaper published in said county, a fair and ac- 
curate schedule of the receipts, disbursements, and expenditures 
of the preceding year. 

Sec. 10. The City Council shall have power to lay out, regu- 
late, and improve the streets, lanes, alleys, sidewalks, and public 
levees, within said corporation, and to fix and determine the width 
thereof; they shall have power to provide for the removal of all 
nuisances within said corporation, and all obstructions in the 
streets, lanes, or alleys, or on the publie levees thereof; and to do 
all things which a corporation of a similar nature can do to secure 
the peace, and preserve the health of the citizens of said corpora- 
tion, and preserve good order within the same. 

SEC. 11. That whenever, by the by-laws and ordinances of the 
city of Portland, the owner or owners of any lot, or part of lot, sit- 
uated in said city, shall be required to repair, improve, pave, or 
gravel a sidewalk, alley, or gutter adjacent to such lot or part of 
lot, and if the owner or owners thereof shall neglect or refuse to 
repair, improve, pave, or gravel the same, according to the provi- 
sions of such by-laws, ordinance or ordinances, the same may be 
improved, repaired, paved, or gravelled, at the expense of said city. 

Src. 12. That whenever the City Council shall require any 
owner or owners of any lot, or part of lot, to pave in front of the 
same, or otherwise improve the same, as is provided for in the 
preceding section of this act, the owner or owners of the same, if 
residents of said city, or of said county of Washington, shall have 
written personal notice of the same ; and to any owner or owners of 
a lot, or part of a lot, not resident ofsaid city or county, notice shall 
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be given by publication, for six consecutive weeks in some newspa- 
per published in said county, and such notice shall contain a perti- 
nent description of such lot, or part of lot, and a statement of the 
time within which such improvement is required to be made, 
which, in the notice to be made by publication, shall be made at 
least three months after the first publication, and if the notice is per- 
sonal, at least two months after the service of such notice ; and the 
expenses of such publication shall be assessed upon said lot, or part 
of lot, and be collected in the samé manner, and at the same time 
that the taxes are collected upon such lot, or part of lot. 

Sro. 13. The City Council are hereby empowered to license or 
prohibit shows and exhibitions; and to levy a tax upon real es- 
tate and personal property, subject to taxation for territorial and 
county purposes, within the limits of said corporation : Provided, 
however, That the tax shall not exceed, in any one year, for corpora- 
tion purposes, one-fourth of one per centum on the aggregate of 
all such taxable property, within the limits of said corporation ; 
and the City Council shall annually, between the first Monday of 
April, and the last Monday in June, determine the amount of tax 
to be assessed and collected for the current year. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the Recorder of said corpo- 
ration to make out duplicates of taxes, charging each individ- 
ual within said corporation, an amount of tax in proportion to 
the aggregate value of taxable property belonging to said indi- 
vidual within the limits of said corporation, as appears from the 
books of the probate clerk of Washington county; and the Re- 
corder of said corporation shall have access to the books of the 
probate clerk, for the purpose of making out such duplicates, free 
of expense ; and the duplicates, when made out, shall be certified 
by the Mayor and Recorder, and one of said duplicates shall be 
delivered to the marshal, or to such other person as shall be ap- 
pointed collector, whose duty it shall be to collect said tax, in 


the same manner, and under the same regulations as the collectors ` 


of territorial and county taxes, are required by law to collect 
territorial and county taxes; and the said marshal or collector 
shall immediately after collecting said tax, pay over the same to 
the treasurer of said corporation, and take his receipt therefor ; 
and the said marshal or other person charged with the collection 
of taxes of said corporation, shall have the same power to sell pro- 
perty, real or personal, as is given by the laws of this Territory, 
to county collectors; and when necessary, the Recorder shall 
have power to make deeds for real estate so sold, in the same man- 
ner that county auditors are authorized by the laws of this Terri- 
tory, to make deeds for lands sold for taxes by the county collec- 
lector ; and the marshal or other person charged with the collec- 
tion of the taxes of the said corporation, shall receive for his col- 
lection services such sum, not exceeding seven per centum on all 
moneys by him collected and paid over, as the City Council may 
direct, to be paid by the treasurer on the order of the Mayor, 
duly attested by the Recorder. 
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Suc. 15. The treasurer of said corporation shall not pay out 
any moneys belonging to said corporation, to any person for any 
purpose, except upon the written order of the Mayor, duly attested 
by the Recorder, and the said treasurer shall keep, in a book or 
books, to be provided at the expense of the corporation, a fair and 
accurate account of his receipts and disbursements, which books 
shall, at all times, be open to the inspection of the Mayor, or any 
other member of the City Council, and any committee appointed 
by the City Council to examine the same, and which book the 
treasurer shall deliver over to his successor in office. 

Src. 16. The City Council shall have power to appropriate any 
moneys remaining in the treasury of the corporation, to the pay- 
ment of the lawful fees of the officers of the corporation; to the 
purchasing of such blank books, and other things of a like nature, 
which may be necessary for the use of said corporation ; to the 1m- 
provement of the streets, alleys, lanes, and sidewalks of said cor- 
poration ; to the erection of a market house, and to the making of 
any and such other public improvements in said corporation, as 
the City Council may think conducive to the convenience and pros- 
perity of said corporation; all payments, however, to be made by 
the treasurer pursuant to the requirements of the fifteenth section 


‘of this act, and in no other manner whatever. 


Sro. 17. The Mayor of said corporation shall be a conservator 
of the peace throughout said corporation, and is authorized to do 
and perform, within said corporation, all things which, by the 
laws of this Territory, a Justice of the Peace may do and perform 
within the county wherein such Justice of the Peace is elected, 
and may reside; and said Mayor shall do and perform all the du- 
ties required of him by the by-laws and ordinances of said corpo- 
ration, and appeals may be made from the decisions of said Mayor, 
and writs of certiorari allowed, to revise, reverse, or correct his 
proceedings and judgments, in the same manner as is provided by 
the laws of this Territory, for appeals from and writs of certiorari, 
to correct the judgments and proceedings of Justices of the 
Peace in similar cases. 

Sec. 18. The marshal shall be the principal ministerial officer 
in said corporation, and shall have the same power within said 
corporation that constables have in their various townships, and 
in criminal cases his jurisdiction shall be co-extensive with that of 
constables in similar cases ; and in serving subpoenas on witnesses 
in civil cases, his jurisdiction shall be co-extensive with the county, 
and he shall execute all process of the Mayor, and he shall receive 
the same fees for his services that constables are entitled to for 
similar services by the laws of this Territory. 

SEC. 19. That in all cases of absence or inability to serve of 
the marshal, the Mayor shall have power to appoint, temporarily, 
any person to serve as marshal: Provided, That said person so 
appointed, be a resident and voter in said corporation, and a cer- 
titicate of such appointment, officially signed by the Mayor, shall 
authorize such person to act, and make his acts-legal: Provided. 
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J'urther, The said appointment shall continue no longer than the 
duration of the absence or inability of the marshal aforesaid. 

Sec, 20. The Mayor shall receive the same fees for his services 
that Justices of the Peace are entitled to by law, for services of a 
similar nature; and the Recorder shall receive such fees as may 
be provided by the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation. 

Seoc. 21. The Mayor and City Council shall have power to re- 
quire, by ordinance, each able-bodied male person, over the age 
of twenty-one years, resident within said corporation, to perform 
labor upon the streets and alleys of the same, not exceeding two 
days in any one year, which shall be in lieu of one day’s labor 
required under the present laws regulating roads and highways ; 
and upon refusal or neglect to perform such work under the proper 
supervisor, the delinquent shall be liable to the same penalties as 
are provided by law, against persons refusing or neglecting to per- 
form the two days labor required in said law. 

Src. 22. The Mayor and Council shall have exclusive authority 
to form one or more road districts within the limits of said corpo- 
ration, and they shall appoint a suitable supervisor or supervisors 
for such district or districts, when formed, who shall be governed, 
in the performance of their duties, by the by-laws of said corpo- 
ration; and all road tax charged upon the county duplicate, on 
property within the limits of said city, shall be worked ont under 
the direction of the proper supervisors within said city, as said 
authorities may, by resolution or ordinance, designate and point 
out; and all taxes charged for road purposes, as aforesaid, on 
property within the limits of said city, and collected by the county 
collector, shall be paid into the hands of the treasurer of said city, 
as aforesaid, to be appropriated especially, by the City Council, to 
road purposes within said town. 

Sec. 23. The City Council shall have power, if authorized to do 
so by a majority of all the electors of said city, at any election held 
for that purpose, to levy a special tax, in addition to the taxes au- 
thorized to be collected by authority of this act, sufficient for the 
purchase of an engine, hose, and other necessary apparatus, for 
the extinguishment of fires in said city; public notice of which 
election, and the object thereof, shall be given, by posting up

| written or printed notices thereof, in at least six of the most public 
| places in said city, at least fifteen days before the time of such 


election. 

Sro. 24. The City Council shall have power to erect a suitable 
building for the imprisonment of such persons as may be lawfully 
imprisoned by the officers of said corporation, under the by-laws 
and ordinances thereof; and all persons so imprisoned, shall be 


kept in charge of the marshal, or other person having charge of | 
the jail, until lawfully discharged. — 


Sro. 25. The City Council shall not pass any ordinance or by- 
laws whatever that will, in any wise, preclude any citizen of this 
Territory from bringing into, and selling, any article of produce 
raised on their farms. 
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SEC. 26. The Legislative Assembly reserve the right to repeal 
or amend this act, at any time they may think the public good 
requires it. « 

Src, 27. The Mayor shall deliver over to his successor, all 
dockets, books, papers, and other property of the corporation in 
his eustody. 

Src. 28. This act to take effect, and be in force, from and after 
its passage.

Aw Aor, to incorporate the Lafayette Cemetery Association. 


Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That from and after this act shall take 
effect, Lemuel Scott, Ezekiel Kennedy, Ransom Clark, Joel Per- 
kins, William J. Martin, A. S. Watt, and their associates and 
successors, be, and they are hereby constituted a body corporate, 
under the name of the “ Lafayette Cemetery Association,” by which 
name they shall have power to contract, and be contracted with, 
sue, and be sued, have and use a corporate seal, make and alter 
by-laws, and do all other acts and things necessary and proper 
for effecting the object of their incorporation, which is to provide 
a place of repose for the dead. 

SEC. 2. Any person may become a member of this incorpora- 
tion, by becoming the owner of one or more cemetery lots, as the 
same shall be laid off by the Board of directors; and the owner- 
ship of a lot shall entitle the owner or owners thereof to one vote 
at all meetings, but no member shall have more that one vote. 

SEC. 9. The affairs of this corporation shall be managed by a 
Board of directors, consisting of five members of the corporation, 
to be elected by ballot by the corporators, and to receive a ma- 
jority of the votes ; the first election shall be held at a time and 
place to be designated by a majority of the persons above specifi- 
cally named as corporators, who shall be commissioners for orga- 
nizing the corporation, of which election, the same notice shall be 
given as is herein provided for other elections ; and the directors 
Shall hold their offices for the term of one year, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified ; and all vacancies previously 
existing, shall be supplied by the Board of directors, and a quo- 
rum of the Board for all purposes, shall be at least three members, 
who shall be competent to perform all duties devolving upon the 
Board. 

SEC. 4. The annual meeting for the election of directors, shall 
be held on the first Monday of October in each year, but special 
meetings may be called by the president, at the request, in writ-

ing, of two members, of which, as well as of the annual meetings, 
three days’ notice shall. be given: Provided, The persons first 
mentioned in this act, may call a special meeting, at any time 
previous to the first annual election, and at such meeting, elect 
directors to serve until such annual election, and do all other acts 
necessary to such organization. 

Sro. 5. The Board of directors shall, at their first meeting 
after each annual election, elect by ballot, a president from their 
own body, and two persons from the members of the corporation, 
to act as secretary and treasurer; these officers shall hold their 
offices for one yéar, and until their successors shall be elected and 
qualified ; and the treasurer shall give bond with surety, to be ap- 
proved by the Board, in such sum as the by-laws shall direct, for 
the faithful performance of his duties. 

Src. 6. This corporation is authorized to purchase, or take by 
gift or devise, and hold land exempt from execution or taxation, 
and from any appropriation to public purposes, for the sole pur- 
pose of a cemetery, not exceeding twenty acres; and after paying 
for such land, all future receipts, whether from the sale of lots 
from donations, or otherwise, shall be applied exclusively, under 
the direction of the Board, to laying out, preserving, protecting, 
and embellishing the cemetery, and the avenues lada thereto ; 
and to paying the necessary expenses of the corporation. No 
. debt shall be contracted in anticipation of future receipts, except 

for originally laying out, inclosing, and embellishing the grounds 
and avenues, for which a debt or debts may be contracted, not 
exceeding one thousand dollars in the whole, to be paid out of fu- 


ture receipts; and the Board of directors shall have power to ap-. 


propriate lots for the interment of such meritorious persons, not 
members, as they may see proper, either by donation, sales, or 
other modes of transfer. - 

Src. 7. The original conveyances of lots from the corporation 
to individuals, shall be evidenced by a certificate signed by the 
president, and countersigned by the secretary, under the seal of 
the corporation, specifying that such person is owner of such a 
lot; and such certificate shall vest in the proprietor, his heirs, 
and assigns, a perpetual right to the use of such lot, exempt from 
execution, attachment, or taxation, for the sole purpose of inter- 
ment, under the regulations of the corporation, or to be transferred 
by him to,others, either in whole or in part, for that sole purpose, 
with the assent of the Board ; and in case of such transfer from a 
member or members to another 'person, it shall be made in writ- 
ing in a book of the corporation, to be kept for that purpose, 
whereupon the former certificate shall be surrendered, and a new 
one issued to the transferee, for the whole or part thereof, as the 
case may require. 

Szoc. 8. For the purpose of convenient selection and descrip- 
tion, the Board of directors shall cause a plat to be made of the 
lots to be disposed of for places of interment, designating such lots 
by consecutive numbers, which plat shall be recorded in the 
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books of the corporation; the original choice of lots between 
those who shall have subscribed and paid for them prior to the 
time of making the selection, shall be determined by lot, in such 
manner as the Board of directors shall prescribe, and after the ori- 
ginal selection shall have been thus determined, future purchasers 
may select from the lots not previously appropriated. 

SEC. 9. The Board of directors shall have power to inclose, 
improve, aud adorn the grounds and avenues, and to erect build- 
ings for the general use of the corporation, and to prescribe rules 
for the inelosing and adorning the cemetery lots, and the erecting 
of monuments thereon; and to prohibit any use, division, im- 
provement; or adornment of a lot which they may deem improper, 
and they shall make report of their doings to each annual meeting 
of the corporation. 

SEC. 10. Any person who shall wilfully destroy, deface, injure, 
or remove any tomb, monument, or gravestone, or other structure 
placed in the cemetery aforesaid; or any fence, railing, or other 
works, for the protection or ornament of the said cemetery, or of 
any tomb, monument, or gravestone, or other structure aforesaid, 
or any cemetery lot, within the cemetery aforesaid; or shall wil- 
fully destroy, cut, break, or injure any tree, shrub, or plant within 
the linits of said cemetery, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor; and shall, upon conviction thereof, before any court of 
competent jurisdiction, be punished by a fine of not less than five 
dollars, nor more than five hundred dollars, for the use of the 
proper county; or by imprisonment in the county jail, for the 
term of not less than one day, nor more than thirty days, or both, 
according to the nature and aggravation of the offence: and such 
offender shall also be liable.in an action of trespass in the name 
of the said. corporation, to pay all such damages as have been oc- 
casioned by his unlawful act or acts; which money, when recov- 
ered for fines or damages, shall be applied by said corporation, 
under the direction of the Board of directors, to the reparation 
and restoration of the property injured or destroyed as above; 
and members of said corporation shall be competent witnesses in 
said suit. . 

Sec. 11. This act shall be regarded as a public act, and shall 
take effect from its passage.

name of the * Young Ladies’ Academy, of Oregon City ;” and 
as such shall have perpetual succession, and be entitled to all the

the purpose of constructing a bridge across the Yam Hill River, . 


at or near the falls of the same, such point to be.determined and 
established by a majority of the directors of said company ; and 
for such purpose, the said company is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, to have and receive, purchase and possess, enjoy and re- 
tain, lands, rents, goods, and chattels, and effects of any kind, and 
to any amount (within the capital stock of said company, as lim- 
ited by this act), necessary to carry into effect the objects of this 
corporation, and the same to use, alien, sell, and dispose of, at
